He finished sec- 
ond in the 2,000 Guineas (to Happy Knight, with Radio- 
therapy 3rd, Gulf Stream 4th), and 3rd in Eclipse Stakes, 
1% miles, 121 lbs., to Gulf Stream (118), Edward Tudor 
(114). His only other start was in the Derby, in which 
he was unplaced. *Khaled is now at Santa Anita Park 
where he is in training.

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TOP RACES OF TOP HORSES, by Neil Newman 


Ram's Horn: They Were Skeptical 
About Horses from the West 


| wonder how many present day race- 
goers ever heard of Ram’s Horn? Not 
one in a hundred, I'll wager. Still, the 
bay son of *Bute—Aunt Tessa, by Uncle 
Jess, was far better than an empty stall. 
This will be verified by J. B. Campbell, 
now official handicapper of The Jockey 
Club. Mr. Campbell was just beginning 
his novitiate at New Orleans as clerk of 
the scales when Ram’s Horn and_ his 
stable companion, Phil Finch. were sweep- 
ing the decks in the Creseent City in 1905 
and 1906. 

Ram’s Horn was bred by J. B. Haggin 
at the Rancho del Paso Stud. near Sacra- 
mento, Calif., in 1902. He was by *Bute. 
which was bred, I think, by Marcus Daly, 
who bought his dam in England and later 
brought her to his Bitter Root Stud, Hamil- 
ton, Mont., where Dr. Ed Hagyard was 
the veterinarian and Dave Peel had charge 
of the broodmares. The colt was named 
after John Stuart, a Scotchman who gained 
the favor of George IIL when that Hano- 
verian was Prince of Wales. Stuart later 
was elevated to the peerage and became 
prime minister as Earl of Bute. 

Obviously *Bute passed into the hands 
of J. B. Haggin, but in what manner I 
know not. He was not sold at the dis- 
persal of the Bitter Root Stud at old 
Madison Square Garden in 1901. so 


Haggin must have acquired him privately 
from Daly. Aunt Tessa was bred at the 
Rancho del Paso. Her sire Uncle Jess was 
a chestnut horse foaled in 1890 by *Sir 
Modred—Precioso, by Glenelg. 

Phil Finch, a son of *Goldfinch—Phil- 
listia, by *St. Blaise, was a year older 
than Ram’s Horn and also was bred at 
the Rancho del Paso. 

Ram’s Horn and Phil Finch were 
owned by W. S. Williams, who was known 
in racing circles as “Wink” Williams. 
They were also trained by him. He came 
by his racing associations naturally, as his 
father was Capt. Jim Williams who owned 
and trained two horses above the average 
in Checkmate and Joe Cotton. 

Presumably “Wink” Williams bought 
Phil Finch and Ram’s Horn as yearlings 
in a Rancho del Paso sale. It is said 
tam’s Horn owed his name to a weekly 
tract of that name published by an ob- 
scure religious sect. 


DARK DAYS. Neither Ram’s Horn 
nor Phil Finch made his appearance on 
the Atlantic seaboard until 1906, but both 
had compiled records around New Orleans 
and in Tennessee and Kentucky that justi- 
fied their owner's coming East to strive 
for the prizes given on Jockey Club tracks. 
At that time racing had been proscribed 


in Chicago and St. Louis, and was on its 
way out in Tennessee, California, and New 
York. It had not been resumed in Mary- 
land. New Orleans closed in 1908. 

Prior to 1908 no one went winter rac- 
ing unless they were desperate, hun- 
gry. or both. Winter racing was confined 
to New Orleans and California. The 
proscription of racing in those centers 
brought about the opening of Juarez and 
the Florida tracks. 

Eastern race-goers had a hearty con- 
tempt for western horses. Any claim of 
excellence on the part of a horse racing 
in Kentucky or Illinois was met with the 
supercilious question: “What did he ever 
do in the East?” 

The bookmakers had even less respect 
for the western horses than did the race- 
going public. It was this fact that led 
them to post 10 to 1 against W. W. Dar- 
den’s Ivan the Terrible the first time he 
ran in New York at Gravesend near the 
end of May. 1905, though he had won four 
races, one of them the Cumberland Derby, 
in five starts. 

It is true the son of *Pirate of Penzance 
—Kate Pelletier, was pitted against the 
accomplished sprinters Lady Amelia, Shot 
Gun, Bohemia, and Irene Lindsay, but it 
was equally true he was the joint holder 
with Dick Welles of the American record 
of 1:1145 for six furlongs around a turn. 
His weight was but 110 pounds and he 
was ridden by that exceptionally fine 
jockey Lucien Lyne. Proof that he was 
seriously overlaid was afforded in his next 
start, when he carried 120 pounds to vic- 
tory over Kurtzmann. On this occasion 


the public had to give the odds; he was 
9 to 10.

One Good Handicap Should Lead to Another 


So you say to Mr. Moore, “Do brown horses run faster 
than bays?” He says, well, no, not that he knows of... And 
you say, “Well, which color runs the fastest?”? And he 
says come to think of it he supposes one runs about as fast 
as another, so far as color is concerned, 

Then you say, “Well, what use are these coat colors 
in the pedigree: Is there anything important about them?” 
And he says no, he guesses they were put in there just 
because there happened to be room enough for them. 

And you remember having seen some trotting horse 
pedigrees, and it says right there beside the horse’s name 
how fast he could trot a mile. They didn’t put that in just 
But these Thoroughbred pedigrees—except 
as far as you know the class of the horses yourself, and their 
progeny records, they were just so much paper. 

But suppose you run back through Mr. Campbell’s 
handicaps of the best 2-year-olds and put in the weight as- 
signed, 


to fill up space.

Now you can see at a glance that this pedigree is solid 
class. You can tell it is good, even if you haven’t been out 
of Walla Walla since Pearl Harbor. 

‘There are two principal difficulties with pedigrees of 
this sort. First, the Experimental Free Handicap was not 
started soon enough. Second, there are still no free handi- 
caps of 3-year-olds or older horses in North America. 

In time both of these deficiencies can be corrected. Then 
we can devise pedigrees which will have genuine value. 

You wouldn’t want to make a free handicap of the 1947 
3-year-olds, would you, Mr. Campbell?

There does not seem to be room for 
any further expansion of racing. In 
Florida and New Jersey. where a definite 
“season” exists, the number of racing 
days already exceeds the season. The New

York dates are now jammed, at each end, 
against the racing law. and even legal 
changes would hardly increase the sea- 
son unless somebody does something about 
the weather. 


California and Illinois are also at capa- 


city, and New England apparently has 


somewhat passed that point. Maryland 
also is operating at its full legal limit. 
There is little likelihood that racing will 
be legalized in any other states, and 
indeed Texas and Pennsylvania are about 
the only others which could support rac- 


ing of any quality. Furthermore, there 
are not horses to meet any noticable ex- 


pansion, 

This is not to be interpreted as a lament 
in a minor key. It is very much to be 
doubted if racing needs or would benefit 
by expansion. As it stands now, no 
really large population center is untapped. 
Better, rather than more, racing seems to 
be the desirable prescription.

Though there is certain to 
legislation regarding off-the- 
course betting introduced in the New York 
Assembly, the understanding is that none 
of it has any real chance to pass. The 
legislature would, | am sure, tax burglary 
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if it could, but it is stymied on off-the- 
course betting. The problem is that the 
State constitution forbids anything but 
pari-mutuel betting, and to change this 
it would be necessary to pass an amend- 
ment in two consecutive Assemblies and 
then carry it in referendum. This would 
have no chance at all; you will remember 
how long it took to get a pari-mutuel law 
passed through these channels. 

It would be theoretically possible to set 
up betting shops here and there, with 
machines connected directly with the 
totalisator at Jamaica, say, or to transmit 
bets directly to the tracks before post time. 
But there are obvious mechanical difficul- 
ties, and it is obvious that big money 
which now stays away from the machines 
would still stay away from the betting 
shops. One suspects that those citizens 
who estimated the illegal handle in New 
York at $6,000,000 a day would have to 
grow beards they appeared in 
public again when the return from such 
betting shops became known.

Alaw permitting this type of betting 
would certainly infringe the intent of the 
present racing law, but it might not vio- 
late the letter. However. even those favor- 
ing such a thing blenched at the idea of 
suggesting these betting shops be state- 
operated. For a private individual to 
operate one, he would have to make a 
charge, and this, in conjunction with the 
present 15.75 per cent takeout, would 
make playing the races a good deal like 
pouring soapsuds in a rat-hole. Further- 
more, it would provide only for betting at 
New York tracks. 

No one has been able to figure his way 
around any of these difficulties, and until 
someone does you may class anyone advo- 
cating off-the-course betting with persons 
who cut the ribbons which open bridges 
and highways—it will be for publicity 
purposes only.

Mayer 2-Y-O Average $26,493; 
Prices Range Up to $70,000 


INGLEWooD 

One of these days Louis B. Mayer may 
film a movie of his Thoroughbred disper- 
sals. and of course nobody will believe it. 
This reporter has been an interested. and 
awed, spectator at both the sales held so 
far. and I am not quite certain that L 
believe it myself. 

Not many expected the untried 2-year- 
olds which were sold on the night of 
January 12 at Hollywood Park to come 
even respectfully the $25.830 
averaged by the 60 head of horses-in- 
training sold last February at Santa 
Anita Park in the first Mayer auction. 
Included in the first lot were such famous 
names as Busher, Stepfather, Honeymoon, 
and Be Faithful. 

Well, the 2-year-olds not only came 
close. they surpassed their rich relatives. 
The 39 unraced and untested 2-year-olds 
brought a total of $1,033,250. an average 
of $26.493. Nineteen colts averaged $33,- 
000, and 20 fillies averaged $20,312. 

Those of us who thought that money 
was beginning to tighten a bit around the 
edges found the market more than strong 
—It is positively herculean. The five 
*Alibhais (three colts, two fillies) brought 
$197.500. average $39.500. The 18 *Beau 
Peres (ten colts, eight fillies) brought 
$588.000, average $32.666. Ten by Free 
France, which was paraded in the ring 


close to 


prior to the sale so that prospective 
bidders on his 2-year-olds might get 


acquainted with him, brought $162,000, 
average $16.200. One by *Rhodes 
Scholar sold for $13,500, and one by His 
Grace (brother to *Blenheim 2nd) 
brought $31.000. 


BROKEN TO PIECES. The sale. of 
course, shattered the world’s auction rec- 
ords. Before the vendue this reporter 
had an idea that Imperial Rock, a full 
brother to Solidarity, might top them all. 
He did. Jay Paley, the radio executive 
who owns the Jaclyn Stable in partnership 
with Leon Levy, went to $70,000 to obtain 
the alert brown colt after a spirited bid- 
ding duel with Louis Bronstein, of Beverly 
Hills. Mr. Bronstein, who has parlayed 
“mile high” ice cream cones into millions 
of dollars, did not leave the ringside with 
an empty halter, but bought four head 
during the evening. 

A full brother to Honeymoon, named 
Pedigree, which appeared on the smallish 
side but had excellent balance, brought 
the next highest bid. Chester H. Jones, 
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a Long Beach contractor, paid $68,000 for 
him after a tussle with Norman W. Church. 
Pedigree looks like a quick colt, although 
he lacks the size of his sister. 

Mr. Bronstein, a busy bidder all evening, 
outlasted Harry M. Warner in a duel for 
Doctrine, a brother to Stepfather, for 
which Warner paid $200,000 at the Mayer 
sale last winter. It was not until Doc- 
trine came into the ring that Warner made 
a bid. His first nod meant $30.000. Bron- 
stein won out at $67,000. 

It was a fantastic evening, no matter 
how you add it up. The sale was held 
in a large tent on the horsemen’s park- 
ing lot in the stable area at Hollywood 
Park. It was held there because the club 


house is undergoing alterations. When 
Humphrey S. Finney, announcer, and 


George Swinebroad, auctioneer, the Fasig- 
Tipton Company representatives. asked 
for bids, there were about 3.000 persons 
on hand. About a thousand reserved 
seats at the ringside and about 1.800 
bleacher seats were available. Occupy- 
ing these places were celebrities of the 
motion picture and social worlds, just 
plain millionaires. and some curious folks 
who wanted to see how fast money can 
change hands. 


$412,000 AN HOUR. The sale lasted 
just a few minutes over 215 hours. The 
circle of buyers was fairly small. but there 
was quite a lot of bidding done by people 
who didn’t get in the last word. 

There was another colt. besides Im- 
perial Rock. which appealed greatly to 


this reporter. He is Leading Roll. by 
* Alibhai—*Manasa, by Heroic. and he 
went to Louis Bronstein for $42.000. 


which may be a bargain, at that. He is 
a half brother to the winners Namesake 
and Family Circle. He has a fine shoulder 
and a lot of quality. Bronstein had to out- 
bid C. H. Jones to get him. 

Among the new bidders were Mr. and 
Mrs. James H. Seley. who went to $31,000 
to get Duplicator, a dark bay colt by 
*Beau Pere out of the *Jacopo mare La 
Boheme. Last summer. during the Del 
Mar season, they entered racing by pur- 
chasing War Valor, the one-time stakes 
star. The next day War Valor broke a 
leg and had to be destroyed, and the 
Seleys were out of racing again. It is 
nice to see them in the sport once more.

Besides Citation. Bewitch. and Whirl 
Some, Calumet Farm is also represented 
among the leaders by Free America.

Bewitch finished first in nine of her ten 
starts, but was once disqualified. in the 
Matron Stakes at Belmont Park.

The first Experimental Handicap was 
made by the late Walter Spencer Vos- 
burgh for the 3-year-olds of 1933. In 1934 
there were no free handicap weights 
issued, but in the following year Mr. 
Campbell. who had succeeded Mr. Vos- 
burgh, took up the task of making the 
handicap. In 1940 the weights were first 
used as the basis of an actual race, run 
at Jamaica. over a distance of six fur- 
longs. In the last two years the Experi- 
mental has been run in two divisions, one 
at six furlongs, the other at 1;'; miles.

Three or four years ago. if someone 
tried to steer Ben Jones around to the 
subject of picking mates for Calumet 
Farm mares. he would dismiss the subject 
very quickly. “If they were mine, I'd just 
breed “em all to Whirlaway.” he would 


say. 
Along came Twilight Tear, Durazna, 
Armed, Good Blood, Twosy, Faultless. 


Citation, Bewitch. and some others—the 
thunderingest herd of good horses now 
flourishing. Mr. Jones, who would rather 
leave the metaphysics of mating to other 
people anyway. now has a new prescrip- 
tion. If they were his, he would just 
breed “em all to Bull Lea. 

Whether these remarks were whim or 
whimsy. either of Mr. Jones’ breeding 
systems is definitely superior to Bruce 
Lowe’s, as indicated by an examination of 
the 114 horses which Jack Campbell has 
weighted in the Experimental Free Handi- 
cap. 

Bull Lea dominates the list in point of 
class, through his unique performance of 
getting the best colt and best filly. But 
quite as unique is the record of C. V. 
Whitney's grey stallion *Mahmoud, which, 
since his first American-bred 2-year-olds 
appeared, has never failed to have the 
largest number of representatives on the 
list of horses weighted in the Experi- 
mental. 

*Mahmoud’s record in this regard is 
extraordinary. In 1947 eight of his get 
were counted among the horses assigned 
weights. In no year has he had fewer 
than seven representatives among the offi- 
cially weighted best 2-year-olds. In the 
four-year period, 34 per cent of his regis- 
tered foals have gained a place on the 
list—a record which will be extremely 
dificult for any stallion ever to beat. In 
1946 *Mahmoud’s daughter First Flight 
was assigned 126 pounds, highest ever 
given a filly in the handicap. 

Second to *Mahmoud in number of rep- 
resentatives is Whirlaway. stablemate of 
Bull Lea at Calumet Farm. Of the 24 
registered 2-year-olds in his first crop, 
seven are handicapped by Mr. Campbell. 
Thus the two Calumet stallions have ac- 
counted for 10 per cent of the year’s best 
2-year-olds. 

Stallions which are represented by four 
horses among the 114 handicapped by Mr. 
Campbell for the 1947 season are Bull 
Lea, *Blenheim 2nd, Eight Thirty, and 
*Heliopolis. Those with three each are

Relic, the first three of which stand in 
California. 

Emil Denemark’s *Raphael 2nd, a 
French-bred grandson of *Epinard, has 
one colt, Enforcer, on the list, from a total 
of three foals. C. V. Whitney’s Boojum 
has one representative from three foals. 

Of the 114 horses assigned weights by 
Mr. Campbell, 34 are fillies, and six of 
these. including two at the top, are the 
get of Bull Lea and Whirlaway. 

Of the 114 horses in the list. 35 are 
by imported sires. and 34 others are by 
the sons of imported sires. leaving a total 
of 45 whose male lines have been in North 
America for at least three generations. 
Of these 45, there are 36 which represent 
the three best known “American” male 
lines. Himyar, Ben Brush, and Fair Play. 
Of the other nine. five are by Pilate 
(grandson of *Rock Sand) and his son 
Eight Thirty. Four are by Flares. Johns- 
town, and Ladysman. 


Not since the Civil War has a strong 
imported line survived strongly into the 
third generation in this country. But the 
fierce competition of recent years appears 
likely, at last. to pushing the 
American lines into the background. 

In ordinary years it may be expected 
that the leading 3-year-olds will come 
from the group of 2-year-olds which Mr, 
Campbell has rated at 
better. Among the 23 horses in this 
group. only five are from the Himyar, 
Ben Brush, and Fair Play lines. These 
are Better Self. Relic, My Request. Piet, 
and Saggy.

OBITUARY 
D. Sterett Gittings 
Dies at Baltimore 


At the Christ Protestant Episcopal 
Church in Baltimore on January 12. fu- 
neral services were held for D. Sterett 
Gittings. He had died on January 9, at 
the age of 87, after a long illness. 

Since 1871, when as a boy he had seen 
James Rowe ride Harry Bassett to a walk- 
over in the Dixie Handicap, which at that 
time was called the Reunion Stakes, he 
had been an enthusiastic patron of horses. 
He was the oldest director of the Mary- 
land Jockey Club, operating the Pimlico 
race track, and was one of the founders 
of the Maryland Horse Show Association, 
He was the first president of the latter 
organization when it was started in 1928, 
and served as president until 1944, when 
he retired and was made honorary presi- 
dent. 

The Gittings Handicap, a fixture at Pim- 
lico since 1938, is the only race at the 
course which was named after a living 
person. Mr. Gittings, well-known for his 
wit, his punctilious dress, and his unfail- 
ing courtesy, was Maryland’s oldest horse- 
man, and devoted a good part of his life to 
encouraging the breeding, racing, and 
showing of horses. A trophy named in his 
honor has been awarded annually for 
several years to the best boy or girl rider 
selected on a point basis from among the 
competitors in horsemanship classes at 
certain accredited shows. 

Besides his horse activities, he devoted 
much time to the affairs of St. John’s Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church at Kingsville, 
Md. For many years he was treasurer, 
senior warden, and registrar of the church, 
and was honorary holder of these posi- 
tions at the time of his death. 

In his last appearance at Pimlico, dur- 
ing the 1947 spring meeting, he presented 
the Gittings Handicap trophy. 

Mr. Gittings was a son of Richard 
James Gittings, a lawyer and associate 
of Governor Oden Bowie, of Maryland. 
He was graduated from Johns Hopkins 
University in 1883, and at his death was 
the oldest living alumnus of the institution. 

For years he was secretary of the 
Patapsco Hunt Club and the Maryland 
United Hunts, and had a wide reputation 
as a cross-country rider. One of his favor- 
ite recollections was of the Great Sweep- 
stakes at Pimlico in October, 1877, when 
Parole beat Ten Broeck and Tom Ochil- 
“One feature of the race I have 
never seen mentioned.” he remarked sev- 
eral years ago, “was that after Parole re- 
turned to the winner’s circle, Jockey Bar- 
rett was lifted to the old fence in front 


tree. 
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of the grandstand and his black cap with 
gold tassel was filled to the brim with 
money tossed by the enthusiastic crowd. I 
was standing right alongside of him, and 
it was an amazing sight.” 

A frequent contributor to the Maryland 
Horse, he also was the author of Mary- 
land and the Thoroughbreds, published by 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. 

He is survived by two sisters, the Misses 
Mary Sterett Gittings and Victoria Git- 
tings, with whom he made his home. 


John J. Watts 


John J. Watts, who died Sunday, De- 
cember 28, at his hime, 920 Fifth Avenue, 
in New York City, at the age of 80, had 
been first vice president of the Mason- 
Hanger Company since 1911. He was one 
of the members of that huge organization 
who in 1929 organized a syndicate which 
raced briefly under the name of the Warm 
Stable, with the redoubtable Victorian as 
star performer. 

Though the stable disbanded the 
partners retained their interest in racing 
(the others were Arnold Hanger. A. J. 
Sackett, J. L. Pratt, Silas B. Mason), and 
Mr. Watts later kept a few horses in 
training. Last spring his 3-year-old filly 
Harmonica won the Coaching Club Ameri- 
can Oaks at Belmont Park. Harmonica’s 
trainer. Max Hirsch, Jr.. met accidental 
death a few weeks ago in Florida. 

“Mr. Watts was a bachelor. For some 
years he had been a leader in raising 
funds for Catholic charities in New York. 


John J. Farrell 


John J. Farrell died at his home in 
Memphis, Tenn., December 29, at the age 
of 77. A paint manufacturer, he was in- 
terested in racing for a number of years. 
He shared with Lexington’s Devereux 
Brothers the ownership of the good colt 
Bold Captain, which in 1943 won eight 
races and finished second to Askmenow in 
the American Derby. 


Scott P. Harlan 


Scott Paul Harlan, 83-year-old breeder 
and former trainer, died on the night of 
January 1 at his Idle Dell Farm, Hatboro, 
Pa., where he had carried on a small 
breeding operation since his retirement 
from the tracks in 1930. 

Mr. Harlan became a breeder and owner 
after the first World War. In 1920 he 
developed a good 2-year-old filly. Idle 
Dell (Delhi—Idle Tale. by Superman). 
which was sold first to Lawrence Water- 
bury and later to Greentree Farm. for 
both of whom he trained about that time. 
She furnished the name for his Pennsyl- 
vania farm, and for Greentree she pro- 
duced the Matron Stakes and Pimlico 


Futurity winner Glade. dam of Singing 
Wood. 


After being succeeded as Greentree 
trainer by Clyde Phillips, Mr. Harlan 


trained for Walter M. Jeffords, and here 
gained his greatest success, handling Edith 
Cavell. Mars, Seapa Flow, and Bateau, 
among others. 

He retired from training in the early 
1930’s, but continued as an owner and 
breeder at his Hatboro farm, where his 
neighbors knew him affectionately as “the 
Squire.” and where he spent many eve- 
nings playing bridge, a pastime at which he 
was a masterful hand. When friends 
wanted to know about getting into racing 
he gave them good advice: “The next best 
thing to having a good horse is to know 
when you have a bad one and get rid of 
him.” 

He is survived by his wife. Mrs. Rebecca 
P. Harlan; a son, Lucius Harlan, also a 
trainer; and two daughters. Mrs. Walter 
Darnell, of Knoxville. Tenn... and Mrs, 
Geoffrey Walter, of Birmingham, Eng. 
land. 


John Glenn Elder 


John Glenn Elder, of Chickamauga, Ga. 
died Thursday afternoon, January 1. of a 
heart attack. Mr. Elder operated a drug 
store in Chickamauga and had manufae- 
turing interests in Florida. He was one of 
the leaders in the current revival of Thor- 
oughbred breeding in the states to the 
south of Kentucky. 

He owned the stallion Silverdale, a 
handsome, good-class son of The Porter, 
and had bred a number of useful win- 
ners at his 850-acre Dixie Farms in Walker 
County, Georgia. Mr. Elder was a mem- 
ber of the Thoroughbred Club of Tennes- 
see. His wife, four daughters. and two 
grandsons survive him. 


Jimmy Kelly 


John di Salvio. known to the sporting 
world as Jimmy Kelly, died at New York 
on January 9 at the age of 66. He had 
suffered a paralytic stroke some months 
previously. For twenty-six years he had 
operated Jimmy Kelly’s night club on 
Sullivan Street. in Greenwich Village, and 
was widely known for his charitable activi- 
ties and his ability to get out the vote for 
Tammany candidates. 

Though his interest lay principally in 
boxing (he fought as Jimmy Kelly in the 
ring) and baseball, he also was interested 
in horse racing. He is reputed to have 
won $100,000 in bets on a horse of his 
named Wedgewood, at Empire City, and 
for many years he rented a house at Sara- 
toga during the racing season. As a fight 
manager, he handled Jack Britton, Babe 
Herman, Midget Wolgast. and others, and 
on occasion seconded Stanley Ketchell.

WARNER L. JONES, JR. Goshen, Kentucky 
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The Goos and Frentzel Tables: 
Their Origins, Their Purpose 


Tue Broop-Horst of November 15 
brought a most amusing article, written 
by the venerable Salvator, in which he 
told about Herman Goos and the Stem- 
mothers. Under the Christmas tree | 
found to my delight not only the Goos 
Tables but also those of J. P. Frentzel. 
I must admit that the Salvator article 
caused me to look over the books’ I had 
just received with much greater interest 
than I would have normally shown. Inter- 
esting they are, indeed. 

The most amazing part of the entire 
story is that simutaneously with Goos, a 
man named J. P. Frentzel tackled exactly 
the same project in another corner of 
Germany. Both were well advanced in 
their work before they found out about 
each other. They both had gone to Count 
Lehndorff for advice as to what to include 
in their Tables. Lehndorff had suggested 
that they might pool their labors and edit 
it together, but they did not do this. A 
correspondence, however, started between 
the two. 

Goos was the first’ to finish and 
his Tables appeared in 1885. He acknowl- 
edges that Frentzel cleared a point or 
two. Frentzel wrote an immediate criti- 
cism in one of the agricultural papers and 
commended in a most unselfish manner 
the work of the other man. Frentzel did 
not live to see his work published. His 
widow turned over all his papers to the 
agricultural society in which her husband 
had been prominent for years. They in 
turn published the Frentzel Tables in 
1889. 


FRENTZEL’S BACKGROUND. While 
we know very little of the personality of 
Herman Goos. a great deal is known about 
J. P. Frentzel. This is because Frentzel 
had been a very prominent man in agri- 
cultural circles and also because he passed 
on before his Tables were published. 
Therefore the editors of the Tables. in 
their introductions have much to say about 
the man who did the work, while Goos 
wrote his own introduction. 

Frentzel was a farmer; his leanings 
were toward animal husbandry. He was 
interested enough even to take time off 
to take a course in veterinary science at 
at a university. During his activities as a 
farmer he was highly successful with 
sheep and there he first noticed the im- 
portance of pedigrees and the frequent 
dominance of the female line. He also 
had a great love for the well bred horse. 
He was in the saddle daily up to his last

days and followed greyhounds every sea- 
son, 

East Prussia, where he lived, was the 
center of the well bred horse. As _presi- 
dent of the agricultural society he had 
much influence in horse shows and fairs, 
and championed the horse whenever he 
could. Furthermore. as a member of the 
House of Commons he was able to be of 
great benefit to the breeders, especially as 
East Prussia furnished almost all the 
remount horses. 

We have to place ourselves back into 
those days to realize the importance of 
this industry. At this time a feud as to 
the relative value of English Thorough- 
breds as compared with pure-bred Ara- 
bians began among breeders. It was for 
this reason that Frentzel started the Her- 
culean task of compiling the Stud Book 
of Trakehnen. Frentzel sacrificed four 
years to this enormous work. Its aim, 
as well as that of all of Frentzels later 
hippological works was, I quote: 

“The manifestation and proof of the 
decided influence of English Thorough- 
bred horses in the formation of the Stud 
of Trakehnen and the entire system of 
breeding in East Prussia.” 

The Trakehnen stud book at this time 
covered 150 years and was second in size 
only to the General Stud Book. 


THE G.S.B. AS A SOURCE. What 
now caused Goos and Frentzel to search 
the General Stud Book for their family 
Tables? As far as I can learn they had 
only one reason in common. Count Georg 
Lehndorff had published his famous book 
in 1881, and while German horses up to 
that time had failed to make a name for 
themselves outside their own borders, 
Lehndorff as a horseman was internation- 
ally recognized as outstanding. In_ his 
book Lehndorff made a study of the pedi- 
grees of England’s classic winners and 
found that more winners of these races 
were moderately inbred, that is with four, 
five. or six free generations, than were 
more closely inbred or more outbred. 

Both Goos and Frentzel felt that family 
tables would be handy and of value to 
breeders. providing they followed also the 
other teachings of Count Lehndorff. 

Goos did not start out with the aim 
to write down the complete story, but 
Frentzel did. In fact, Frentzel wished to 
include all Thoroughbreds the world over, 
but had to discard this idea soon for lack 
of source material. He then concentrated 
on the General Stud Book. 


Goos, in his spare time. started to put 
families together for his personal amuse. 
ment. It was only after he had done con. 
siderable work that he decided to complete 
the Tables. He had numbered his fami. 
lies as he happened to work on them and 
later did not want to confuse himself, so 
he left the original numbers, which were 
given at convenience, and not for any 
other reason. 

Frentzel made his plans before he 
started and he numbered his families 
systematically. Naming as No. 1 the fami. 
ly of the oldest traceable mare. he con- 
tinued according to the years of birth of 
the original mares. So except for the 
numerical arrangements. the results of 
both works were almost the same. 

The fact remains that Frentzel wrote 
his tables with plan and determination, 
Goos started his as an amusement and it 
remained a sideline. He also felt that an 
analogy to the long existing male lines 
might be needed and of value. but at no 
time, as Salvator claimed. did he mean to 
“tell the world how to breed race horses— 
England, France. and America most espe- 
cially.” 


THE SINGLE STANDARD. Mr. Goos’ 
Tables are the second edition, which ap- 
peared in 1891. Goos introduced this see- 
ond edition and gave the reason for it. 
They were not printed because the first 
edition was sold out. Far from it. The 
sale of the first edition had been very 
modest. In spite of this. he felt it was 
necessary to bring his tables up to date, 
since many breeders had assured him that 
the tabulations were a quick means of 
looking up the merits of any horse and its 
family. 

Count Lehndorff had suggested includ- 
ing performances and sires, so actually 
the Tables were about as useful as Thor- 
oughbred Sires and Dams are today. Be- 
sides, Goos had found mistakes after 
he had compared his own and the Frentzel 
Tables. which had come out in between 
the two editions. 

Frentzel. in turn, before his death had 
corrected his own mistakes after compar- 
ing with Goos. The second edition of 
Goos was financed by the Union Club and 
by Count Hahn Basedow. a prominent 
breeder of those days. They signed up for 
enough books to make the printing pos- 
sible. This all gives little reason to follow 
Salvator when he states: “Herman Goos 
did not hesitate to stand the British 
breeders up in line and instruct them how 
to breed Thoroughbreds.” 

Neither Goos nor Frentzel produced a 
system of how to breed horses. Naturally 
they could not close their eyes to the fact. 
that certain families were more numerous 
and more successful than others. They 
explained this with words which should 
ring home: 

“BREEDERS HAVE ALWAYS FOL- 
LOWED SUCCESS.”

MELBOURNE 

As nearly 50,000 punters were lament- 
ing the success of the 33-to-1 chance Baffin 
Bay (by Manitoba) in the last race at 
Flemington on New Year’s Day, they were 
startled to see flames roar through the top 
of the huge grandstand in the “Hill” en- 


closure. Within two hours the whole 
structure was destroyed. Damage was 
estimated at about £50.000. The loss 


was covered by insurance, but because 
of the world-wide shortage of manpower 
and materials, goodness only knows when 
the permits will be issued for the building 
of a new stand. 

The “Hill” is the second enclosure at 
Flemington, the first being the paddock 
reserve, While the cheapest is the “flat” 
or infield, as you term it in the States. 

It is believed the fire started in a liquor 
bar at the rear of the stand. and there 
seems to have been some delay in sum- 
moning the assistance of the fire fighters. 
The stand was of wood and iron and in 
time to come its disappearance probably 
will be a blessing. It was capable of 


holding 15,000 people. Racing at Flem- 
ington will not be hampered because of its 
The stand was built in 1860, so it 
had done yeoman service. From an archi- 
tectural standpoint it was “burnt out” 
long before the fire happened.

DIFFERENCE IN SEASONS. For sev- 
eral weeks it has been reported that a man 
named William Black of Los Angeles, 
has been trying to purchase the crack 
Melbourne 2-year-old, Scotwyn. The offer 
is said to have been $100.000. which in 
our money means £31.079. The offer 
seems far-fetched to many of us because if 
Scotwyn went to the States immediately. 
he would automatically become a 3-year- 
old. 

By Australian time. Scotwyn will still 
be a 2-year-old until July 31. and if raced 
as a 3-year-old in the States this season. 
he would be at a great disadvantage 
against horses older than himself. Scot- 
wyn is good, but he is not that good. and 
I don’t have to tell you that 2-year-olds 
have little or no chance against older 
rivals over any course. 

Heroic (by Valais). one of the most 
brilliant horses of all time in this country. 
was never sighted when, as a 2-year-old 
he ran in the Oakleigh Plate of 514 fur- 
longs at Caulfield. And if Seotwyn is 
worth $100,000. then Heroic at the same 
age was worth $200.000. 


Anyway. paying £31.079 for a 2-year-old 
seems fantastic. Scotwyn is a very good 
galloper and has raced three times for two 
wins. He was of a certainty beaten at his 
first start. 


BENGAL AND UNGAR. We have 
some grand 2-year-olds about this year in 
Melbourne. One of them is Bengal (by 
Dhoti from Val Rose) and the other is 
his stable mate Ungar (by Law Maker 
from Viennese). 

Ungar. which cost 1.000 guineas as a 
yearling. was bred at Kismet Park Stud 
near Melbourne by Leslie Aldridge. one 
of our leading studmasters. Recently he 
imported Empyrean to Melbourne. This 
horse is by Hyperion from the Asterus 
mare. Ad Astra. a brilliant 2-year-old in 
France some years ago. 

Ungar won the Stradbroke Handicap at 
Flemington on January 1. He had 128 
pounds up and finished like a champion to 
defeat Delhi (by Dhoti). running five 
furlongs against a head wind in :59%4. 
Ungar has had three starts and has an un- 
blemished record. He is trained by Fred 
Hoysted. who also has Bengal, a winner 
twice from three starts and in my opinion, 
better than Scotwyn. 

Scotwyn (if he is not sold). Ungar, and 
Bengal are likely to meet during the au- 
tumn racing in February and March. and 
we will then know which is the master.

Horseshoers at Santa Anita Park, who 
have been barred from working at the 
track since the meeting opened late in 
December, have agreed to apply for  li- 
censes from the California Horse Racing 
Board.

Breeders Organize 


Building Project 


A favorable report having been given 
by the Master Commissioner of Fayette 
County. Kentucky, it is expected that 
Fayette Cireuit Court soon will approve 
the proposed sale of 14 acres adjoining 
the Keeneland race track by trustees for 
Keene Gurnee and William Stoll, nephews 
of the late J. O. Keene. 

In the meantime, pending final decision 
by the court, members of the Breeders’ 
Sales Company held their annual meeting 
at Lexington on January 13 and made 
such arrangements as were possible to 
assure construction of a housing project 
on the tract. for the accommodation of 
patrons of the Keeneland horse sales. 

One of the preliminary steps was the 
organization of Old Keen Place, Inc., a 
non-profit organization which would build 
the project and lease it to the sales com. 
pany. Under the terms of its charter, 
the sales company would not be allowed 
to own and operate a hotel project. 

The new company will be financed 
partly through the assignment by con- 
signors of refunds due them from sales 
of 1947 and 1948. The sales company 
charges a 5 per cent commission at the 
time of sale, refunds any surplus over 
expenses. It was announced at the meet- 
ing that actual selling cost for 1947 was 
estimated at from 2.2 per cent to 2.5 per 
cent. 

Some of the consignors agreed to sub- 
scribe more than the amount of their re- 
funds, if necessary. Estimated cost. of 
the project is “more than $250,000." If 
court approval of the sale is obtained, 
construction will begin at once so the 
facilities will be ready for the annual year- 
ling sale. in July. 

Preferred stock in the company is 
valued at $50 a share. Each share of pre- 
ferred stock entitles the purchaser to one 
share of common stock at $1. The pre- 
ferred stock can be sold to non-members 
of the company. but the common. stock 
may be transferred only to members. 

Details as to the historic background of 
the property. and other information con- 
cerning plans in connection with the pro- 
posed construction. were in THE BLoop- 
Horse of January 10. page 85.

Let’s Not Get Hot 
Under the Collar 


From C. W. Anderson, the artist, Mason,

| have noticed with surprise the indigna- 
tion in this country over the recent Eng- 
lish reference to “the short running Ameri- 
can blood” and fail to see why we are so 
upset about it. Isn’t that what we are 
breeding for and training for? 

In England a colt of sensational speed 
seems unbeatable until he tries a distance 
beyond a mile and a quarter, where he 
fails badly. He is immediatly dropped 
from consideration as a top horse. But 
here our “horse of the year” by almost 
unanimous vote is a horse that has never 
gone beyond a mile and a quarter. Even 
if Stymie had retained his form to the 
end of the season it is doubtful if he would 
have received much more than the one 
vote he drew in the poll. Yet he is the 
only horse of the group that would qualify 
among the older horses, according to 
European standards. 

Why not admit that we breed and train 
for speed rather than stamina, and not get 
hot under the collar when that very obvious 
fact is brought to our attention? 


The alleged warmth under the collar 
was not occasioned by difference of 
opinion as to how far American horses 
can run; like any other horses, they excel 
at different distances. Lord Rosebery has 
explained (Tur Broop-Horst, December 
20. page 784) that he meant no reflection 
on the stamina of American horses in 
general but only that “the line of Ameri- 
cus was a short-running line.” 

The heat—if it was heat—was brought 
on by His Lordship’s implication that the 
name of an American miler six genera- 
tions back in Tudor Minstrel’s pedigree 
was the principal influence in limiting the 
colt’s stamina and by the inference that 
this provided justification for closing the 
General Stud Book against American 
blood. Migoli, probably the best English 
3-year-old of 1947 at 1% miles, has Ameri- 
cus in the fifth generation of his pedigree. 
In France the same American lines which 
the English have condemned for the pro- 
duction of sprinters have gained honor for 
the production of stayers.—Eb.

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HORSES’ RIGHTS 


The question of whether a horse may 
stamp his feet at night without being 
considered a nuisance to the neighbors 
may be determined by the U. S. Supreme 
Court.

But grubs are not as 
pesky as winter ticks, for which the best 
treatment seems to be a solution of one 
part DDT with 24 parts of water. This 
will keep a horse free of ticks from four 
to six weeks, and will kill those already 
on a horse if proper coverage is obtained. 

The ticks can kill a horse in about six 
weeks. depending on the age and condi- 
tion of the animal. Time Magazine car- 
ried an article on horse tick experimenta- 
tion last November or December.

Dr. F. E. Hull, head of the Department 
of Animal Pathology, University of Ken- 
tucky, says there is no evidence that DDT 
sprayed on a broodmare would have any 
effect on a foal she is carrying. “DDT 
is safe, unless you do something unreason- 
able with it. You can’t pour it in the 
food and water, of course. And whenever 
the interior of a barn is sprayed with a 
DDT solution, feed troughs and mangers 
should be covered so the spray won't get 
on them.”—Eb.

Data Sought @n 
Jaundiced Foals 


A request that breeders inform him if 
any of their broodmares have had jaun- 
diced foals in past years was made by Dr. 
F. E. Hull, head of the Department of 
Animal Pathology, University of Ken- 
tucky. at a meeting of the Thoroughbred 
Club of America at Lexington on January 
10. 

By knowing which mares have had 
jaundiced foals in the past, it may be 
possible to save the lives of similar foals 
in the future, Dr. Hull said. He will need 
a blood sample from the mare, and 
samples from the stallion by which she 
liad a jaundiced foal and from the stal- 
lion to which she presently is in foal, 

As fas as investigations have gone, he 
explained, the use of blood transfusions 
to the foal from suitable donors seems 
to be the best means of saving young 
horses afflicted with the malady. If it 
can be determined in advance that a mare 
is likely to have a jaundiced foal this 
spring, it may be possible to locate a 
suitable donor and make a_ transfusion 
in time to save the foal. 

Eight mares which had produced jaun- 
diced foals have been reported to the 
department so far, he said. Blood samples 
have been taken from most of them. The 
indications are that four of the mares 
probably will have jaundiced foals this 
spring. 

In the case of those which are likely 
to have jaundiced offspring, efforts are 
being made to locate mares whose blood 
will be suitable for transfusion. This is 
a lengthy procedure at times, Dr. Hull 
stated. A test of 16 mares at one breed- 
ing farm uncovered only one prospective 
donor. At another farm. 18 mares were 
tested, and two donors were found. 

He added that his department would be 
glad to bleed and test mares for breeders. 
and also would conduct tests to find blood 
donors.

He also booted horses home for many 
other top outfits. although his keenest 
delight was in winning the Dixie Handi- 
cap on Sandy Ford in 1930 for a prize of 
$26.025. Sandy Ford was a_ one-eyed 
fellow whose gameness and speed had 
endeared him to race-goers of that season, 
despite which he was an outsider in the 
Dixie. Another member of the field was 
Inception, piloted by Freddy Stevens. In- 
ception was held at 80 to 1, yet at the head 
of the stretch the favorites were conspicu- 
ous by their absence as Sandy Ford and 
Inception hooked up in a stretch duel all 
the way to the wire. With only yards to 
go Stevens reached for his whip. He ad- 
mitted at Gulfstream Park that this strate- 
gical error cost him the race. As _ he 
swung the bat.

“Too many races are lost every day 
through too much use of the whip.” says 


Stevens. “A boy should remember that 
a whip is handy to let the horse know who 
but too large a taste of it can 
defeat its main purpose.” 

One of the best horses Stevens ever rode 
was the ill-starred Scapa Flow, ranking 
near the top of his age group in his season. 
Scapa Flow ultimately broke a leg in the 
home stretch at New York, floundering 
down to the judges in one of the finest 
exhibitions of courage ever seen over a 
metropolitan course. Other fine Thorough- 
breds ridden by Stevens include Aga 
Khan. Bateau, Edith Cavell, and Flambino. 

Frank Catrone graduated from filling 
the saddle into adjusting one. and was 
one of the better riders in a day when 
competition was severe. He rates Laverne 
Fator as the greatest ridér of all time, and 
it was a hard blow to him when Fator 
killed himself some vears ago.

On Trust Qualifies 
For More Weight 


At Santa Anita Park, practically every 
path leads to a pot of gold. So it was 
natural that the seven horses in the 11¢- 
mile Santa Catalina Handicap of January 
10 should be looking past its $50,000 
purse at something else with $100,000 
added. 

Of the seven starters. all were nominees 
for the Santa Anita Handicap, which 
guarantees $100,000 to the winner. And 
the three 4-year-olds in the field also are 
eligible to the Santa Anita Maturity of 
January 31, worth a hundred grand. 

On the basis of the Santa Catalina, E. 
O. Stice and Sons’ On Trust will be a 
formidable contender for the later races. 
Under 124 pounds, three more than he 
will carry in the big handicap, he moved 
into the lead on the backstretch, past Ar- 
tillery and Wheatfield, and stayed there. 
He tired in the stretch and tried to assert 
his proclivity for pulling himself up when 
in front, but Jockey Johnny Longden was 
not taking whoa for an answer, and 
brought him under the wire almost two 
lengths ahead of Terry Bargello. The 
latter, a 110-pounder in the Santa Anita 
Handicap. carried a pound less in the 
Santa Catalina and closed ground to beat 
Please Me a half-length for second money. 

The Santa Catalina was the fifth stakes 
win for On Trust. It brought his earnings 
to $267.520, all but a few thousand of 
which have gone to E. O. Stice and Sons, 
who bought him as a 2-year-old from the 
late Jerry G. Mayer. 

The time, 1:5045. was 215 seconds 
slower than the track record. Basic 
weight for the Maturity is 110 pounds. 
Every time he wins a race, On Trust picks 
up some lead as well as some money. 

Betting on the Santa Catalina was $432.- 
705. On the preceding race, a_six-fur- 
long overnight event with a $5,000 purse.

November 30, Ram’s Horn 
finished third in the Inaugural Handicap 
behind Rapid Water and Golden Rose. 

His first race in 1906 at four, was the 
Boston Club Handicap of 11x, miles, in 
which he carried 118 pounds and was re- 
turned the winner. In his next start he 
was coupled with Phil Finch in the Oak- 
land Handicap at 1144 miles. Phil Finch 
won under 138 pounds, and Ram’s Horn 
was second under 128. Ram’s Horn won 
his third and last start at the meeting, a 
purse at a mile and 20 yards, under 130 
pounds. 

It was on the shoulders of Phil Finch 
that most of the heavy work fell. Before 
winning the Oakland Handicap with 138 
pounds, he won the Bush Cup at 214 miles 
with 130 pounds, beating George C. Ben- 
net’s Little Scout, 120 pounds, trained by 
Henry MeDaniel.

Was Had by All 


RipGEWwoop 
As seers, the members of the New 
Jersey State Racing Commission could 


take a few lessons from Drew Pearson or 
Ol Man Mose, the ace prognosticator of 
the L'il Abner comic strip. On January 
12, after announcing that the State had 
received the record-breaking sum of $6,- 
214.272 from its three tracks in 1946, the 
august gentlemen gloomily added “it is 
reasonable to assume that this prosperity 
cannot continue.” 

On January 1, 1948, the same commis- 
sion announced that the 1947 take from 
racing netted a new mark of about $7.500, 
000 for the Mosquito State coffers. But, 
anent 1948, the commissioners pointed out 
(undoubtedly with crossed fingers): “A 
sizeable reduction in business volume has 
already been experienced in other states 
and it is reasonable to presume that New 
Jersey will be no exception.” On the basis 
of form, the commissioners seem to run 


better than any horses which have yet 
shown up at tracks in the State. 

Official for 1947 declare that 
over 1,700,000 racing fans bet more than 
$158.000,000 at New Jersey’s three run- 
ning tracks and one harness racing track. 
The State’s share of this bonanza amounted 
to $7,636,234. Garden State Park contrib- 
uted $3,768,747, Atlantic City $1.976.377, 
and Monmouth Park $1,824,598. The 
Freehold Trotting Raceway Was respons- 


ible for $53,230.

THE BREAKS. Part of the rich revenue 
came in the form of a belated windfall 
from 1946. A legal bone of contention 
was finally straightened out to the satis- 
faction of the State, if not to the satisfac- 
tion of Garden State Park. which was in- 
volved in a suit over the constitutionality 
of legislation affecting breakage. The 
sum of $557,600, by last year’s figures, 
and $562.361 by this year’s figures (it 
paid to hold the money a year, accord- 
ing to this), was turned over to the State 
when courts upheld the law. Garden State 
had claimed that the law was discrimina- 
tory. 


YEASTY. Monmouth Park charted the 
greatest gains during the year with wagers 
rising $19,354,206 over the track’s 1946 
figures. On the other hand, both Garden 
State and Atlantic City dropped off to 


the tune of $8.039,520 and $3,564,439, re. 
spectively. In 1946 Monmouth Park held 
its meeting without a plant, 
But some gentlemen of the press in New 
York City believe that the extra 5_ per 
cent municipal and county tax in Ney 
York also had a hand in Monmouth Park's 
sudden affluence. Sundry remarks over. 
heard by this would seem. to 
point to the greater breathing space and 
more attractive locale as other advantages 
which Monmouth Park

DATES. On the day after Christmas, 
the heaviest snowfall since the famous 
blizzard of “88 cascaded down on the Mos- 
quito State and drove other stories from the 
newspapers. Next to the estimated 99 mil- 
lion tons of snow (figures furnished by the 
Weather Bureau. for which this observer 
takes no responsibility), New Jersey’s 
most interesting topic is a possible amend- 
ment of the State’s racing law. Even the 
snow couldn't hide the eyebrow-lifting 
which this subject caused, both across the 
Hudson River and within the State. 

The present law prohibits more than one 
of the three tracks (Monmouth Park, 
Garden State Park, and Atlantic City) 
from operating at a time. Although the 
racing commission was bending over back- 
wards to be fair to all parties in promul- 
gating this ruling, it has become a peren- 
nial bone of contention. 

Goy. Alfred Driscoll, who has just sue- 
ceeded in giving New Jersey a brand new 
constitution for the first time in more than 
100 years, seems to feel that the racing 
situation could be improved by giving it 


something new, too. Driscoll has been 
reported as favoring an amendment which 
would allow the two seashore tracks, Mon- 
mouth Park and Atlantic City, to operate 
during the summer. He feels. according 
to reports, that coneurrent summer dates 
would be beneficial to both tracks (and 
the State as well). and that the distance 
between them will tend to avert any  pos- 
sible loss resulting from conflicting dates. 
Presumably, this would hand the Alpha 
and Omega of the racing season in New 
Jersey to Garden State Park in Camden, 
which has seemed to get along regardless 
of the dates it is handed. 


The governor is also said to be hoping 
that in reorganizing State departments 
under the new constitution, the general 
administration of racing can be strength- 
ened. His pet project, to quote rumors 
sifting out of Trenton, the capital, is to 
raise the salary of the secretary of the 
racing commission in order to “place 
temptation beyond his reach.” The pres- 
ent secretary is Charles Sheehan, of Jersey

City, who succeeded Fred H. Ryan last 
year. Sheehan’s present salary is $6,000 
a year. 

It is believed that when the reorganiza- 
tion takes place, the racing commission 
will come under the Department of Taxa- 
tion and Fiance. Estimates of the prob- 
able salary to be paid the secretary run as 
high as $10,000. 


VENEZUELA INVASION.  In_ these 
days of sending representatives of Ameri- 
can tracks overseas to solicit foreign 
horses for big stakes over here, the reverse 
procedure takes on the significance of a 
man biting a dog. Anyway. Mrs. Dora 
Kellogg. owner of the Keystone Farm at 
Pennington, N. J., has adopted the latter 
procedure, and even gone a bit further. 
She sailed in December for Venezuela 
with nine Thoroughbreds valued at $150.- 
000. Mrs. Kellogg plans to race her horses, 
which range from 2-year-olds to aged per- 
iormers, in partnership with Senor Pedro 
Russell, an industrialist from Caracas, the 
capital of the South American republie. 

According to Mrs. Kellogg, this initial 
shipment is merely the forerunner of more 
to follow; she hopes to ship other mem- 
bers of her stable from Pennington to 
South American climes during the five-year 
period she will spend down there. The 
five years will be broken at intervals, how- 
ever, for plane trips back to Keystone 
Farm.
